Bloomfield la to be noegrataiated on 
the enterprise that enables IU ol'laeue 
to enjoy such exquisite music no tt was 
uur pc I vliege lo lUteo lo laet Tuesday 
evening. This was the first of tbo two 
ooooertn of high does chamber music 
presented by tbe Jarvte Memorial 
Llbiary under the direction of Mr Hone 
Kros4»id, the noted 'oaiiiat. Besides Mr 
Kruaold there ere lu the string quartette 
Mr. Mlobael Benner, fiiot violin, Mr. 
Blobard Pullman, second violin, and Mr. 
Philip Herfurd, viols. Tbe players are 
well matched sad oscb Is s soloist on 
hie own Instrument, uudei standing 
thoroughly the Importance of bis psrt— 
sometime# prominent, eoiuvllmax re¬ 
tiring—lo denying out tne Ides of the 
cuxiposer. The eudleooe of sbuut 300 
might be described sa “sympathetic,'' 
very attentive end eotbusls^tlo; In fact, 
all the aillsts were recalled after every 
number, thus doubling .the programme; 
but with sueb delightful mualc, comfort¬ 
able seats aud pleasant surroundings It 
was impossible for any ooe to become 
wearied. 

Tbe first number on the pfogramm*. 
the American QuariXlt*,'' by Dvorak, 
one of the greatest living composer*, 
was preceded by a few explanatory re¬ 
marks F>y Mr. Kronold. He said tb»t 
the composer ou a visit lo Atnerloa bad 
beeu Impressed by the beibarlo rylbrn 
aud peculiar melodic turns o| the planta¬ 
tion bong* ot the S-Hitberu negro, and 
with bla genius for ImproViztttoa had 
wuveo a very Interesting omnposition 
repeatedly bringing out tbe original 
theme In a new form and drees. Listen¬ 
ing to the different movements one 
might easily im*glne some romantic 
oceoe of plantation life, mooollirbt on 
the Mississippi and the soft shuffling ot 
the slave dancing and orber typical 
Boutheru scene*. "AuuHier polut of in¬ 
terest,'’ sold Mr. Kronold. “woe that Mr. 
Bsn|l*r had Studied for three years 
under Dvorak and had first pisyred the 
composition with him wneu It was In 
manuscript.'' 

This and the other numbers by ibt 
quartette were received with hearty ap¬ 
plause. Tbe variations from the ••Em¬ 
peror's Quartette” (the national Aus¬ 
trian hymn), Haydn aod “Traumerle," 
Bcbuman, aei-med to particularly please 
tbe audlsnc*. The solos of both Mr 
Kronold and Mr. Bauoer were received 
with prolonged applause and each re¬ 
sponded with so encore. Mr. Baaaer 
played with an Intense poetic fervor ar d 
Mr. Kroooid certainly proved hltnseif 
tie prinoe of ‘oelilete. Toeee two ados 
wore alone worth the prtoa of admission. 

Mr. Word Stephens, tbe solo pianist 
Is a young mao with a merry twinkle In 
bis eye and an electric battery lo each 
ot hie fingers In bis rendition of ,a Per. 
pelual Motion,” by Gottecbalk, be oer- 
taloly made tbe fastest Urns on record. 
It waa n wonderful exhibition of 
artletle skill. His own composition, 
Serenade Orientals, ’* pleased his 
bearer* very greatly aod had to be re¬ 
peated. Mr. Stephens ta certainly a fine 
plsufat. There la In him a reserve power 
that we would be glad to see him ex¬ 
hibit In some great oompoeiuoa at the 
April ooocerl. Loot, but oot least of the 
attractions at this splendid concert, was 
the oluglng of Mra. Eilxabetb Bchsup. 
tbe new soprano of tbe Westminster 
quartette. To quote tbe woida of a 
musical critic lb the audleooe. • West¬ 
minster Cburoh boa bad rome m'ghty 
good sopranos, but It never bad a belter 
one than Mrs. Bchaup.** 8ha was grace¬ 
ful. pleasing, perfectly self possessed 
aod evidently at home r»a the concert 
platform. Tbe power aod range of her 
voice were a revelation to those wbo 
had beard ter only lo tne oberofa quar¬ 
tette.
